Septuagesima Sunday is the first of the three 
Sundays leading up to Lent. The other two are called 
Sexagesima and Quinquagesima. Together they make up 
the Church's Pre-Lenten Season. The purpose of this 
season is to prepare us for the observance of Lent. 


The names for these Sundays were probably arrived 
at in this way: The Sunday before Ash Wednesday, being 
exactly fifty days before Easter, was called Quinquages- 
ima (50). Septuagesima (70) and Sexagesima (60) Sun- 
days, which are respectively sixty-four and fifty-seven 
days before Easter, are supposed to have been called, 
by analogy, from the next decades.

The names for these Sundays were probably arrived 
at in this way: The Sunday before Ash Wednesday, being 
exactly fifty days before Easter, was called Quinquagesi- 
ma (50). Septuagesima (70) and Sexagesima (60) Sundays, 
which are respectively sixty-four and fifty-seven days 
before Easter, are supposed to have been called, by 
analogy, from the next decades. 


Begin and end each day with prayer. In all your 
hours of temptation and difficulty, when you are per- 


plexed, and when you begin any new work, ask our Lord 


to guide you.
